Each student will have a bed-room sud_ sitting-room to herself, and every provision 
has been made ‘n the internal arrangements of the College for the health and comfort of its 
inmates. The building includes Chapel, Dining-hall, Ipbrary, Keading-room, Musenm, and 
a Picture Gallery coutainins a valuable collection of modern British paintings, The 
grounds and gardens aro extensive, aud provided with Tennis Courts. There is also a 
Gymnasium. . 

No religious test will be imposed as a condition of admission. The domestic hfe of the 
College will be that of a Christian household, and Prayers will be said daily by the Principal. 
Provision will be made for the cauduct of Divine Service in the Chapel on Sundays. 
Students will be allowed, under proper regulations, to attend the Services of any Religious 
devomination which their parents or guardians may desire. 

The Founder has provided that in the third year from the opening of the College and in 
all future years, twelve Foundation Scholarships shall be awarded. :

Tne College will open on Tuesday, October 4th, 1887. 

The College Session will extond from the begioning of October to the. begiuning of 
July, and will be divided into three terms of about eleven wovks each, with about three 
weeks’ vacation at Christmas and at Haster. 

The Charge for Board, Lodging, and Tuition will be £80 a term, payable in advanee. 
This charge will include all expenves except Laundress, special Medical Attendance, Fees fon 
University Examinations, and individual lessous iu Music Singing or Painting, Arrange- 
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monte will be miade to allow. Sjadente whose circumstances render it necessary, and who 
obtain permission from the Principal, to reside in College during the vacations, under 
Proper supervision, at a fixed weekly charge, 

‘The Btaf will consist of resident Women Tutors and Lecturers, and of visiting Pro- 
-fessors and Lecturers, men and women, from London and elsewhere. 

The principal subjects of instruction will be—Divinity, Classics Medizeval and Modern 
Languages, Mathematics, Natural Science, History and Political Ecouomy, Mental and 
Moral Science and Theory of Music. 

The Curriculum will be so arranged as to prepare students for the London University 
Degrees, for the Oxford Honour Examinations, and for such other Examinations as the 
Governors may hereafter find desirable. 

There will be yearly courses of instruction in Hygiene, Ambulance Work, Cookery and 
Needlework, as well as classes for Gymnastic Exercises, Drawing and Vocal Music, and 
speual lessons in Painting, Instrumental Music and Solo Singing for students who desire 
then. 

Students may select their course of study, subject to the approval of the Principal. 

Those who do not wish to study for a University Kxamiuation will be admitted, 
provided they satisly the Principal that they are Jond fide Students, with some definite 
course In view. 

No student may enter for less than one year, or reside for more than four ycars, with 
out special permission from the Governors. The Principal may require the withdrawal of 
‘apy student who is not profiting by the education of the College. 

Candidates for admission must be over 17 years of age, must furnish to the Principal 
satisfactory references, and pass an Entrance Eixamiuation. 

The following examinations will be accepted in place of the Entrance Examinetion :— 

The London Matriculation. 

The Oxford Women’s lirst Examination, 

The Higher Certificate Examination of the Oxford and Cambridge Board. 

The Cambridge Higher Local Examination in any two of the groups A, B and C. 

The various Senior Local Examinations of the Universities of England, Scotland, 
Ireland and the Colonies, provided two Languages, or one Language and 
Mathematics, are included in the pass. 

And such other Examinations as the Governors may from time to time deem 
equivalent. 

An Entrance Examination will be held, for the convenience of students, at Queen’s 
College, 48, Harley Street, London, W., oa Thursday and Friday, August 4th and 5th, 
If any students are unable to attend this Examination, they may be examined at the Royal 
Holloway College on Thursday and Friday, September 29th and 30. Forme of Entry may 
be obtained (with further information) from the Secretary, and must be returned to him 
filled up (if possible) not later than July 15th. The Examination will consist of :— 

(1.) Obligatory subjects, viz., Arithmetic, English Essay, and a paper of English 
History and General Geography. 

(2.) Optional subjects, of which not less than two nor more than four may be 
taken, one, at least, being a lauguage, wiz., Latin, Greek, French, German, 
Algebra, Geometry, Trigonometry.’ : 

Each student will have abed-room aud sitting-room to herself, and every provision 
has been made in the internal arrangements of the College for the health and comfort of its 
inmates. The building includes Chapel, Dining-hall, Library, Reading-room, Muscum, aud 
a Picture Gallery containing a valuable collection of modern British paintings. The 
grounds and gardens aro extensive, aud provided with Tcunis Courts. There is also a

Fields of dead coral, partly encrusted with a brown growth, are acattered over the patch 
with 6 to 7 fathoms water over them, the general depth of the patch being 14 to 17 
fathoms. 

The geographical positions of the islands and points on the West coast of the Andamans 
are correct within two miles on Admiralty Chart 825 corrected to July 1882, The north end 
of Little Andaman and the Brothers require shifting five miles to the southward.

500 and above in even rupees 
are usually obtainable on the treasuries named below at the rates of premium shewn. 

Any person desiring to obtain a supply bill should send to the Bank of Bengal, 
Calcutta, « written application coutaiuing the following information—(1) his own name and 
address ; (2) the name of the person to whom payment is to bo made; (3) the treasury 
on which the bill is to Le granted ; and (1) the «mount for which the bill is to be granted.

Auy person desiring to obtain a supply bill should send to the Bank of Bengal, 
Calcutta, a written application containing the following information—(1) bis own uame and 
address; (2) the vame of the person to whom payment is to be made; (3) the treasury 
on which the bill is to be granted ; and (4) the amount for which the bill is to be granted.

No. 1416.—The Governor-General in Council is pleased to direct, under section 2 of “ the 
Indian Explosives Act, 1884,” that the said Act shall come iuto force on the first day of July 
1887. 

‘No. 1417-—(1) In exercise of the powers conferred by section 5 of the Indian Exolo- 
sives Act, 1884, the Governor-'ieneral in Council is pleased to make the fullowmg Rules to 
regulate the transport and importation of explosives. 

(2) These Rules extend to the whole of British India, but nothing in the Rules relat- 
ing tothe transport of explosives shall apply in any Port as defined m the Indian Ports 
Act, 1875, for which the Local Goverument may have made or may make special rates 
under the Indian Explosives Act, 1854, to regulate the trausport of explosives therem. 


PRELIMINARY. 


Section 14 of the Indian Explosives Act, LV of 1884: 
Nothing in this Act shall apply to the manufacture, possession, use, sale, transport 
or importation of any explosive-— 
(a) by order of the Government, or 
(0) by any person employed under the Government in the execution of this Act. 
or as a k-eper of a magazine, artizan, soldier, sailor, policeman or otherwise, 


or enrolled as a volunteer under the Indian Volunteers Act, 1869, in the, 
course of his employment or duty as such. 


1, For the purposce of these Rules, explosives shall be classified as follows.

Cuass 1.— Gunpowder Class, 
The term “ gunpowder” means exclusively gunpowder ordinarily so called. 


Crass 2.—Nitrate-mizture Class. 
The term “ nitrate-mixture ” means any preparation, other than gunpowder ordinarily 
30 called, formed by the mechanical mixture of a nitrate with any form of carbon or with 
any corbonaceous substance not posscased of explosive Properties, whether sulphur be or 
be not added to such preparation, and whether such preparation be or be not mechanically 
mised witn any other non-explosive substance. 
The nitrate-misture class cumprises such explosives as— 
Pyrolithe, 
Pudrolithe, 
Poudre saxifragine, 
and any preparation coming within the above definition. 


Cus —Nilro.compound Class. 

The term “ nitro-compound ” means any chemical compound possessed of explosive 
properties, or capable of combining with metals to form an explosive compound, which is 
produced by the chemical setion of nitric acid (whether mixed or not with sulphuric acid) 
or of a nitrate mixed with ealpburic acid upon any carbonaceous substance, whether such 
compound is mechanically mixed with other substances or uot. 

The nitro-compound class has two divisions, 

Division | comprises such explosives as— 








Nitro-glycerine, Dualine, 
Dynamite, Glyoxiline, 
Lithofracveur, Methylic nitrato, 


and any chemicul compound or mechanically mixed preparation with consists either wholly 
or partly of nitro-glycerine or sume other liquid nitro-compound. 
Division 2 comprises such asplosives as— 


Gancotton ordinarily so called, | Cotton gunpowder, 


Guupaper, Schultz’s powder, 
Xyloidine, Nitro-mannite, 
Gun sawdost, Picrates, 
Nitrated guncotton, Picric powder, 


Tonite (or cotton-powder), 
and any nitro-compound as before defined which is not comprised in the Ist division. 


Crars 4.—Chlorate-mixture Class. 
The term “ chlorate mixture ” means any explosive containing a chlorate. 
‘The chlorate-mixture class bas two divisious, 
Division 1 comprises such explosives us— 


Horsley’s blasting powder, 
Brain’s blasting powder, 


and any chlorate preparation which consists partly of nitro-giycerine or of some other 
hquid nitro-compound. .

Horsley’s original blasting powder, Hochetadter’s blasting charges, 
Erhardt’s powder, Richen’s blasting charges, 
Tkeverley’s powder, Teutonite, 


Chlorated guncotton, 
aod any cblorate-mixture as before defined, which is not comprised in the Ist division. 


Otass 5.—Fulminate Class. 

The term ‘ fulminate ’ means any chemical compound or mechanical mixture, 
whether included in the foregoing classes or not, which, from its great ausceptibility to 
detonation, is suitable for employment in percussion caps or any other appliances for 
developing detonotion, or which from ita extreme sensibility to explosion, and from ite 


great instability (that is to say, readiness to undergo decomposition from very slight 
exciting causes), is expecially dangerous, 


This 8 cousists of two divisions. we 

Division 1 comprises such compounds as the fulminatea of silver and of mercury, ‘and 
preparations of these substances, such as are used in percussion caps, and any preparation 
consisting of a mixture of a chlorate with phosphorus, or certain descriptions of phosphornd 
componnds, with or withont the addition’ of carbonaceous matter, and any pre 


jon; 
consitting of a mixture of a chlorate with sulphur, or with a sulphurate, with or without 
carbonaceous matter. 
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_ Division 2 comprises such substances as the chloride aid the iodide of nitrogen, fulmi- 
nating gold and silver, diazobenzol, and the nitrate of diazobenzol. 


Cass 6.—Ammunition Class, 

The term “ammunition” means an explosive of any of the foregoing classes when 
enclosed in any case or contrivance, or otherwise adapted or prepared so as to form a car- 
tridge or charge for small arms, cannon, or any other weapon, or for blasting, «r to form 
auy safety or other fuze for blasting or for shells, or to form avy tube for firing explosives, 


or to form a percussion cap, a detonator, a fog signal, a shell, a torpedo, a war rocket or 
other contrivance other than a firework, 


The term “ percussion cap” does not include a detonator. 

The term “ detonator” means a capsule or case which is of snch strength and conslrne- 
tion, aud contains an explosive of the fulminate-explosive class in such quantity that the 
explosion of one capsule or case will communicate the explosion to other like capsules or 
cases. 

The term “safety fuze” means a fuze for blasting, which burns and does not explode, 


and which does not contain its own means of ignition, and which is of such strength and 
construction and contaius an exvlosive in such quantity that the burning of such fuze will 
not communicate laterally with other like fuzes. ‘3 


The expression “safety cartridges ” means cartridges for small arms of which the case 
can be extracted from the small arm after firing, and which are so closed as to prevent any 
explosion in one cartridge beiug communicated to other cartridges. 

‘The ammunition olass has three divisions. 

Division 1 comprises exclusively ~ 

Safety ‘cartridges, Railway fog signals, 
Safety fuses for blasting, Percussion caps. 

Division 2 comprises any ammunition as before defiued which does not contain its 

own means of ignition and is not included in Division 1, such as— 
Cartridges for small arms, which are not safety cartridges, 
Cartridges aud charges for cannon, shells, mines, blasting, or other like purposes, 
Shells and torpedoes containing any explosive, 


Fuzes for blasting, which are not safety fuzes, 
Fuzes for shelis, 


Tubes for firing explosives, 
War rockete, 
which do not contain their own means of ignition, 
Division 3 comprises any amnmnition as before defined which contains its own means 
of ignition and is not included in Division 1, such as — 
Detonators, 
Cartridges for amall arms, which are not safety cartridges,

By ammuuition containing its own means of ignition is meant ammunition having an

The term “firework ” comprises firework composition and manufactured fireworks. 

Division 1.—The term “firework composition” means any chemical compound or 
mechanically mixed preparation of an explosive or inflammable nature which is used for the 
purpose of making manufactured fireworks, and is not included in the former classes of 
explosives, and also any coloured fire composition. . | 

Division 2.—The term “ manufactured firework” means any explosive of the foregoing 
classes and any firework composition, when such explosive or composition is enclosed im any 
eanc or contrivance, or is otherwise manufactured so as to form a squib, cracker, serpeut, 
rocket (other than a war rocket), maroon, star, lance, wheel, Chinese fire, Roman andle, or 
other article adapted for the production of pyrotechnic effects or pyrotechnic signals.

IV.—Whilst the explosive is being loaded on, or unloaded ont of any o rriage or 
vessel, no fire or artificial light, nor any article which is liablo to cause or eommu- 
viente fire or explosion (such as charcoal, lucifer matches, articles for striking a 
light, petroleum to which the Petroleum Act or any Act repealing or amending 
the same applies or any spirit or oil or substance that gives forth an inflammable 
vapour at a temperature below 100° Fahrenheit) shall be, or shall be allowed to be, 
bronght, had, or used dangerously near to such carriage, ship, or boat, and no 
smcking shall be allowed in, on, or dangerously near to the same: provided that when 
the use of a light for the purpose of such loading or unluading is unavoidable, a 
lamp of such construction, position, or character ax mot to cause any danger from 
fire or explosion may be uscd; and no person while handling any explosive (except gun- 
powder), explosive of division 1, class 6, or explosive of class 7, if packed in ‘accordance with 
the packing rules), shall wear hoota or shoes with iron or stecl nails, heels, or tips. 

V.—Jn loading or unloading any explosive, the casks and packages containing the 
sathe shall he passed from hand to had and vot rolled upon the ground; they shall be not 
thrown or dropped down, but: shall be carefully deposited and stowed. 

V1.--The explosive shall not be conveyed execpt in the interior of a carriage so enclosed 
on all sides with wood or metal, or in the hold of a ship or boat having a close deck, xo 
closed as effectually to protect the explosive against accident hy fire from without. If the 
explosive caunst beso scoured, it shall be completely covered with painted cloth, tarpaulin, 
or other suitable material so as to effectually protect it against communication of fire. 

VII —there shall not bo any iron er stecl in the interior cf the portion of the carriage 

or yessel with which the ease containing the explosive is im contact, unless the same be 
effectually covered with leather. wood, cloth or other suitable material, 
VHL—In the stowing of explosive, due precautions shall he taken hy means of a 
pattition or oherwise, and by careful stowing to secure such explosive from being brougit 
into contact with, or endangered by, any other article or substance conveyed in such car- 
riage or vessel which is liable to cause fire or explosion ; ani if the explosive is dangerousiy 
affected by water, due precautions shall be taken to exclude water from coming iuto con- 
tact with such explosive. 

IX.—The amount of explosive conveyed in any one carriage or vessel at any one time 
shall not exceed 2.000%bs., unless the carriage be so enclosed on all sides with wood 
or metal, or the vessel have a close deck so closed as effectually to protect the 
explosive against accident by fire from without, in which case the amount of explosive con- 
yeyed shall not execed the following :—

TL—No explosive which a Railway Adminigtration shall, by any notico or regulation 
for the timo being in force, notify that they will not receive, shall be brought, scat, or 
forwarded to, or upon, any railway of the said railway Admivi-tration, 

TL.—Consiguiments of explosives shall be sent to the forwarding station, and shall be 
received by the railway servants, only at such timos, between sunrise and snusct, as the 
Railway Admiuistra'ion may appoint - and every package containing any explosive proposed 
to be conveyed ou any railway sholl immediately on arrival at the station be unloaded aud 
placed in 4 safe place uuder the special direction of the officer in charge of the station, 

1V.—An explosive must be removed by the consignee from the receiving stution daring 
the twelve hours of daylight after arrival : if this condition ia not scrictly complied with, the 
Railway Administration may return the cousignment to the consignor at his risk and 
expense. And such packages shall in the meanwhile be kept us far away from the station 
buildings as possible, in the wagon they were conveyed in, or, if unloaded, shall ba complecely 
covered with tarpaulins or other suitable material, and, if necessary, sball be protected by a 
police guard. : : ; 

V.—The Railway Administration may refuse to receive any packages which they 
suspect to contain any explosive packed or sent iu contravention of these regulations, 
‘And in case any package, which the Railway Administration suspect, shall be upon any 
railway, they may open, or require to be opened, any such packug, to ascertain the fact, 
at the risk and cxpense of the consignor, and may return the explosive contained in the 
package to the consignor at his risk and expenne, keeping the packages pending such return

VI.—No explosive shall be conveyed by passenger train except of the kinds. aud in 
the manner hereinafter specified in this rule.

VIIL.—There shall not be conveyed in the same carriage. with any explosive, any 

lucifer or other matches, fuzees, pipclights, acids, naphtha, paraffine, petroleum to which 
the Petroleum Act or any Act repealing or amending the same applies, or any other volatile 
spirit or substance liable to give off an inflammable vapour or liable to spoutanoous igmtion, 
or to cause or communicate fire or explosion. ; 
* 1X.—The consignor shall attach to the consignment note a certificate sigued by an. 
officer authorized by the Local Government in this behalf that the explosive, if it is gun- 
cotton, dynamite, or blasting gelatine, is of the standard purity, and has undergone. no 
deteriorations since its manufacture ; aud further in the case of dynamite, that the cart- 
ridges have been examined and show no sigus uf exuded nitro-glycerine. The consignor 
shall also certify that the cartridges have been packed in this country in accordance with the 
packing rules. 

X.—In the case of dynamite the outer package shall be marked with the date on which 
the dynamite was packed, and be secured with a leaden seal in token of the inspection having 
been made. 

XI.—The certificate referred to in Rule TX shall be valid for six months after date, if 
the examination has been made betwoen the 15th October and 31st March ; but any Rail- 
way Administration which accepts dynamite for transport may demand a fresh certificate for 
dynamite presented for conveyance between Ist April and 15th October (both inclusive). 

XIL— Packages containing dynamite sheli be stowed in one laver only and secured so as 
to prevent movement during transit, The gross load in any one ‘on shall not execed 3 tons.

XIV.—Wagons used for the carriage of explosives shill he exammed to see that they 
are -spark-proof, and have heen cleaned out before they are luaded, Hair eloti, hides, or 
other suitable material shall be spread on the floor of the wagon avd between each layer of 
packages, except when the packages are covered with guuny or felt, or contain small-arms 
ammunition, packed in tin-lined service-pattern boxes. 

XV.—Wagons containing explosives shall be loaded aud unloaded on sidings distant 
as far as possible from the station buildings. 

XVI.—More than three layers of packages containing explosives shall never be packed 
one above another, except in the case of small-arms ammunition packed in tin-lined servico= 
pattern boxes, when such a restriction is unueceavary, ‘The loading and unloading of oxplo- 
sives when once begon shall be diligently proceeded with during daylight until the same 
is completed. 

XViL—When the train is being marshalled, wagons loaded with explosives may be 
shunted by a locomotive, provided that they are separated from the engine by not less than 
three wagons containing no explosive nor easily inflammabic substauce; this precaution is 
not necessary with wagons specially constructed for the carriage of explosive. ‘The speed of 
these movements will be restricted to 5 miles an hour; they will be superinteuded by a duly 
authorized officer, who will be held respousivle for the observance of these orders. Flying 
shunts are strictly prohibited. é 

XVII].—Wagous containing explosives shall be placed at the end of the train away

No. 1418.—With reference to Rule 14 of tho Rules to regulate the transport and 
importation of explosives, published with Home Department Notification No. 1417, dated 
the 24th June 1887, the Governor-General in Council is pleased to make the following Rule 
on the subject of the tests which certain explosives shuil be required to pass before their 


importation is permitted ;-— 
Rule, 


The following explosives anu nonc others shall be liable to be tested under these Rules :— 

(1) All nitro-compounds included in class 111, division 1, 

(2) Nitro-compounds contuining guncotton included in class IIL, division 2. 

(3) Chlorate-mistures coutaining uitro~glycoriue included in class LV, division 2. 

2. To nitro-compound mix'ares included in class III, division 1, except methylic 
nitrate, the following tests are upplicuble -— : 

(a) Heat test for nitro-glycorine contained in dynamite and analogous nitro- 
glycerine preparstions ;
